Though the sword wherewith Siegfried 
slays the dwarf Fafner in the Nibelungen 
operas is but a toy sword, German cus- 
toms officials tried to prevent it from 
leaving Germany. Francis MacLennan,

Berlin to Chicago beset with difficulties. 
The trunks and clothing of MacLennan 
and his wife were searched at the Dutch 


border. A German officer drew the 


sword of Siegfried from its ornate sheath. 

We 
can't let that sword go out of the coun- 
try, nor that shield, either. IM is a 
weapon and can be used to kill Germans.” 

Only the arrival of a German officer 
who had seen him act in Berlin could 
settle the question.

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PANAMA FAIR ART 


Magnificent French and. Bel- 
-gian Works to Be Exhibited 
Here on Jan. 1. 


The magnificent French and Belgian art 
exhibits brought to America on an Amert- 
can man of war, to be shown at the Pan- 
ama-Pacific exposition will be accessible 
to nontraveling Chicagoans on the first 
day of the new year. 

The Art institute has arranged that, 
when the exposition shuts ite doors on 
Dec. 4, the precious and priceless pictures 
and tapestries will be shipped from San 
Francisco to the institute. 

Before the war France, despite the fact 
that England and Germany had declined, 
agteed to ‘take part in the exposition 
which celebrated America’s triumph in 
the task of linking the oceans; the task 
wherein France had failed. 

After war came, France determined to 
keep its word. Belgium also, which had 
made a like promise, gathered some of 
the choicest of the creations of its genius 

and placed them on an American war 
vessel. 

The collection includes such world re 
nowned works of plastic art as Rodin's 
“The Thinker,” perhaps the most dis- 
cussed piece of sculpture molded in the 
last decadé; the “ Alexander the Great’ 
tapestries, and ‘“‘Joan of Arc” tapes- 
tries, picturing the chief events in the 
life of the Maid of Orleans. 


SOUTH SIDERS SEE METEOR 
SWEEP THROUGH THE SKY. 


Prof. Elias Colbert, Noted Astron- 
omer, Awaits Reports on Celes- 
tial Voyager Before Comment. 


Several south side residents reported to 
Tue Tripune last night that they had 
seen a blazing meteor of remarkable 
eauty crossing the sky at about 11:15 
o’ clock. 

“It's appearance was much like that 
of the famous meteor of 1860, which I 
saw and remember distinctly,” said H. B. 
Graves who lives at Fifty-seventh street 
and Dorchester avenue. “It rose in the 
east and passed slowly across the heay- 
ens, setting in the west, and leaving a 
trail of fire behind it. 

‘The meteor of 1860 was believed to 
have passed through the edge of the at- 
mosphere and off into space instead of 
falling to the earth. This seems to have 
done the same thing.’’ 

Prof. Elias Colbert of 601 Groveland 
park, widely known as an astronomer, 
said he had not seen the meteor, but would 
await with interest the reports of those 
who hadecn it.

SCHWAB SAYS 
LACK OF SHIPS 
CRIPPLES U. 3. 


Merchant Marine Needed 
to Prevent Stoppage 
of Trade, 


OLD LAWS A HANDICAP. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., Nov. 24.—Predicting 
that the United States is to be the indus- 
trial and financial leader of the world, 
Charles M. Schwab, head of the Bethle- 
hem Steel company, before an audience of 
1,000 business men today pleaded for the 
construction of American ships to carry 
American commerce. 

“I learn today that every side track 
along the Pennsylvania railroad between 
here and New York is crowded with loaded 
freight cars, awaiting transportation fa- 
cilities across the water to foreign mar- 
kets,” Mr. Schwab said. “‘ This mighty 
tonnage is being held up to the detriment 
of the country because there are no ships 
to carry it. 

“ American exporters are unhappy ovet 
their inability to find the vessels that wil 
place their goods where they can be used. 
I am ashamed to say that I have been com- 
pelled to go to foreign countries to get 
ships to bring iron ore to our furnaces. 


Some Afraid to Help. 
“Many persons in our legislatures are 
afraid of any measure which will bring 
relief, fearing that somebody may benefit 
thereby. Any method that will promote 


this time, will be good economy and the 
United States as a whole will be benefited. 
It matters not who makes the money if 
the genera! good wedi ste: is improved 
and preserved.” 

Mr. Schwab referred to his own con- 
tracts for iron ore to be brought from 
foreign shores amounting to over 2,000,000 
tons, delivery on which he had delayed 
from time to time and from year to year. 
in the hope that conditions would right 
themselves so that the nation might pro- 
tect itself. 


Plea for Use of Canal. 
Mr. Schwab also argued for the free 
transportation of American commerce 
through the Panama canal. 

“Our great canal should be free to 
American ships and American com- 
merce,” he said. “ The people paid for it 
and the people will benefit by it. Subsi- 
dies or some method ahould be introduced 
which will induce American people to in- 
vest in shipping. If a protective tariff 


,on shipping in some form is adopted the 


future will take care of itself.” 
. The speaker’s prediction of “ van early 
uestnett boom ” was as follows: 

“We are in a period of prosperity 
which will be commensurate with the pe- 

riod of depression that we have had. The.

The Wilson administration, apparently, 
is becoming a speciatist in haphazard leg- 
islative patchwork. The Democrats 
started out with a scheme to revive the 
merchant marine by means of a provision 
in the tariff act granting a discount of 
5 per cent on import duties on goods ar- 
riving in American ships. That proyi- 
sion was no sooner placed on the statute 
books than it was repudiated by the ad- 
ministration. 

The war emergency act, upder which the 
president suspended various restrictive 
provisions of the registry law, failed to 
increase the.number of American ships 
materially and introduced numerous dis- 
criminations between vessels already un- 
der the American flag and foreign bot- 
toms transferred thereto.

LONDON, Nov. 25, 5 a. m— 
Confidence is felt in London that 
the danger of a break with 
Greéce is about over. Negotia- 
tions have reached such a favor- 
able stage that all the Greek 
steamers that have been held at 
the island of Malta have been 
released. 

These steamers were stopped 
when Great Britain decided to 
bring pressure on King Constan- 
tine by shutting off trade with 
Greece by water. 

The transmission of commer- 
cial cables to Greece also will be 
resumed at once. 


LONDON, Nov. 24.—There has been a 
distinct improvement in the diplomatic 
relations between Grece and the entente 
powers following the presentation of a 
collective note by the representatives of 
the allies. The Greek premier is reported 
to have stated that, while Greece put for- / 
ward theoretical objections to allied 
troops entering Greek territory and using 
it ag a victualing base, she would not raise 
a finger against them. 

All that the allies are now waiting for 
is @ guarantee’ that Greece will carry 
out this assurance. 

The allies’ declaration that any part 
of the Greek territory occupied by the 
allies will be restored in due course, and 
any justifiable indemnities paid, favor- 
ably impressed the Greek government. 

Ask for Early Reply. 

The collective note is expressed in 
friendly spirit and is genera! in charac- 
ter. It requcsts the Greek government, 
according to an Athens dispatch, to con-

Will Remain Neutral. 

PARIS, Nov. 24.—Premier Skouloudis of 
Greece is quoted by the Petit Parisien 
today ae saying that if the allied forcesin 
Macedonia retreat acrose the border 
Greece may disarm them, although the 
Greek government has not committed 
itself on this point 

This statement was forwarded from 
Athens by G. de Maiziere, a correspondent 
of the Petit Parisien. He quotes Premier 
Skouloudis as follows: 

“ Greece is neutral and will remain neu- 
tral in spite of pressure, no matter from 
what quarter itisapplied. Her neutrality, 
as it affecte the allies and France in par- 
ticular, will be of such a benevolent char- 
acter that Greece will never lift a finger 
against the allied troops. 

Cites Hague Convention. 

“Today we are asked to give an en- 
gagement that we will permit the allied 
armiea operating in Serbia to recross our 
frontier and use Greek territory asa base 
and a field of operations. This would 
constitute active codperation in the war 
on our part. 

“TI was obliged to answer that such an 
event would raise the question of appliica- 
tion of the convention adopted at The 
Hague, which permits neutrals to prevent, 
by disarming belligerent armies, the con- 
version Of their territory into a battlefield. 
I added that I broached this point in only 
@ theoretical manner and from a legal 
aspect without In any way intending to 
commit myself as to the future, for cir- 
cumstances often are more convincing 
than the most approved legal principlea,.” 


Says Roumania Will Act. | 
GENEVA, Nov. 24.—The Bucharest cor-

“The ship,”’ he seid, “ was stopped 200 
miles off the coast of Scotland by a 
British auxiliary cruiser, whose name I 
did not learn, and two officers, heading a 
squad of marines with’ fixed bayonets, 
were sent aboard. They tore down the 
wireless apparetus, placed a man with 
a loaded rifie in the pilot house, and or- 
dered thé captain to change his course 
and make for Scotland.

Each infantry soldier carries in his belt 


100 rounds of rifle ammunition. Each 
cavalry soidier ninety, and each engineer 
soidier eighty. 

In the combat trains of the infantry 
there are 120 rounds of rifle ammunition 
for each soldier. In the cavalry combat 
traing there are sixty rounds for each 
Soldier. In the divisional ammunition 
trains there are 120 rounds for each in- 
fantry and engineer soldier, and sixty 
rounds for each cavalry soldier belonging 
to the division. Signal troops requiring 
rifle ammunition draw it from the near- 
est ammunition wagon. 

Each soldier or officer armed with a 
revoiver carries twenty rounds in his belt 
or if the automatic is used, twenty-one 
rounds, seven for each magazine.

In the combat trains of the infentry, . 
cavalry and field artillery there are 
twenty or twenty-one rounds, depending 
upon whether the revolver or pistol is 
used, for each soldier or officer armed 
with a revolver. In thedivisional ammu- 
nition trains there are twenty or twenty- 


one rounds for each soldier or officer’ 


armed with a revolver or pistol, except 
that in the cavalry division train there 
are only ten rounds. 

For each machine gun there are carried 
on mules 6,250 rounds of ammunition if 
the Maxim machine gun is used and 4,800 
rounds if the automatic machine rifle is 
used. # 

In the organization wagons there are 
for each gun 6,600 rounds, and in the 
divisional ammunition trains 10,000}! 
rounds. 


The amount of emmnentitieds along the 
line of communications is as ordered, but 
as a rule is not leas than three times that 
carried by the mobile forces. One-third 
of this, or an amount equal to that with 
the mobile forces, is kept in an ammuni- 
tion column or near the head of the line of 
communication, while the other two- 
thirds is kept at the base or in the section 
of the line of communication, just in ad- 
vance of the base.

In the divisional ammunition traing, six- 
ty rounds are carried for each mountain | 
gun; 106 rounds for each field gun with | 
the infantry; fifty-three rounds for each 
three inch gun with the cavalry; 144) 
rounds for each three and eight-tenths 
inch field howitzer; ninety rounds for 
each four ard seven-tenths inch field 
howitzer; 168 rounds for each four and 
seven-tenths inch fleld gun, and eighty- 
four rounds for each six inch field how- 
itzer. 


As is the case with t the small arms am- 
munition, there is kept on fhe line of com- 
munications as much artillery ammuni- 
tion as may be ordered. 

As the power of the army for offense 
or defense depends upon an ample supply 
of ammunition, the importance of work- 
ing out in peace all the details which will 
insure the manufacture at home and the 
shipment to the bases and from the bases 
to the troops, cannot be exaggerated. 

Leaving this until war has actually 
been declared inevitably means a short- 
age in ammunition with a consequent 
failure of any real offensive, and, what 
is worse, a possible failure to check the 
enemy’s offensive, with @ consequent &- 


feat. 


QUESTIONS AND answers. |

In 
the United States 100 cavalry soldiers make 
a troop, commanded by a captain, assisted 
by two or more lieutenants; four troops make 
a squadron, commanded by « major; three 
squadrons make a regiment, commanded by 
a colomel. Roughly, ap American troop cor- 
responds to a European squadron, an Amer- 
ican squadron to « European regiment, and 
an American regiment to a European brigade, 
as far as the cavairy is concerned. A Euro- 
pean battalion consists as a rule of four 
companies of 250 men each. An American 
battalion of four companies of 142 men each.

“Farce,” Says Russell Whit

Investigation of the so-called police 

“slush fund” by the Chicago civil serv- 
ice commission was eriticized by civil 
gervice experts yesterday as dust throw- 
ing to blind the public to a deep game of 
politics. 
These critics said policemen who col- 
lected money for the defenée of Capt. John 
J. Halpin and former Detective Sergeant 
Walter O’Brien were guilty of no offense 
| against the civil service law or any 
statute of the state. 

They held that a commanding officer 
who went so far as to order the collection 
of a defense fund could not be tried on 
any criminal charge, and doubted if he 
were guilty of violating the civil service 
act. ; 
. They pointed out that “slush fund,” 
as applied to this defense fund, was « 
misnomer intended to misiead. A “ slush 
fund,” they explained, je a fund collected 
for political purposes by an enforced as- 
sessment upon officeholders. 

“The investigation w a farce,” said 
| Russell ‘Whitman, president of the Civil 
Bervice Reform association. “ Every 
clause of the civil service jaw which bears 
upon assessments prohibits only aasets- 
ments for political purposes. There is 
nothing im the act, from one end to the 
other, to prohibit the collection of a de- 
fense fund. If a policeman wishes to con- 
tribute to the defense of a fellow police- 
men, there is nothing in the law to pre- 
vent him. 

“T should say that a commanding of- 
ficer who ordered such an assessment 
could not be held accountable under any 
provision of the civil service act. He can 
make no sesessment which properly 
could be termed a ‘levy,’ because he has 
no power to enforce contributions. and 
his subordinates know it. If they decline 


) “ State’s Attorney Hoyne has talked of 
prosecuting police officials who had pert 
in the collection of the fund on a charge 
of conspiracy to obstruct justice. I am 
convinced such a charge would not lie, 
because, to be amenable to a conspiracy 
charge, the policemen concerned in the 
fund must have been involved in the 
crime of the men for whom the fund was 
raised.” 

Thinks Policeman Not Guilty. 

“I do not believe,”’ said former Corpo- 
‘ration Counsel Edward J. Brundage, 
“that policemen who contributed to the 
fund voluntarily are guilty under any 
law. Neither do I believe a commanding 
officer guilty of any offense who merely 
permitted a collection to be made. Ifan 
assessment were levied, I think the com- 
mauding officer guilty of misconduct. He 
violated the spirit of the civil service act. 
I should think he could be removed from 
office by the civil service commission on 
@ charge of misfeasance.” 
“Policemen are free agents,’ said for- 
mer Corporation Counsel John W. Beck- 
with. “and have a right, leag! and moral, 
to contribute to the defense. of brother 
officers. TY doubt if commanding officers, 
eten if they levied an assesement, could 
be prosecuted on any charge in the Crim- 
inal court, but they might be tried by the 
clyil service commission on e charge of 
conduct of unbecoming an officer.”
